The  league  is  a  new  organiza¬ 
tion  formed  by  the  members  of  the 
Federation  for  Child  Study,  the  I^eague 
of  .\merican  Penwomen,  the  Inter¬ 
national  Kindergarten  Union,  the  Coun-  • 
cil  of  Jewish  Women  and  the  Child  ' 
Welfare  Committee.  Dr.  Percival  Chubb 
presided  and  the  speakers  included  John 
W.  .-Mexander,  George  de  Forest  Brush, 
Percival  Chubb,  Norman  Hapgood,  Mrs. 
John  Martin,  Miss  Lillian  Wald  and 
Miss  Edith  Kingman  Kern,  of  the 
League  of  American  Penwomen. 

^Irs.  John  Martin,  author  of  "Is  Man-  I 
kind  .\dvancing?”  was  the  first  speaker. 
She  denounced  not  only  the  supple¬ 
ments,  but  the  newspapers  as  well.  She  j

“In  time,”  she  concluded,  “it  might 
be  possible  to  arrange  to  have  news¬ 
dealers  deliver  family  editions  of  the 
papers  from  which  such  sheets  have  been 
taken  out,  even  as  you  can  order  pas¬ 
teurized  milk  minus  the  disease  germs. 
A  public  press  thus  disinfected  for  home 
use  would  be  in  the  line  of  public  morals 
and  public  safety.” 

John  W.  .Alexander,  president  of  the 
.Academy  of  Design,  told  the  league  that 
he  thought  that  the  editors  knew  what 
the  public  wanted.  He  said  in  part: 

"The  supplement  w'e  want  to  keep,” 
said  he.  “If  we  can  decide  what  to  do 
to  improve  it,  it  is  possible  that  we 
might  get  some  of  those  big  salaries 
that  are  paid  by  the  editors  of  the 
newspapers.  But  we’re  going  the  wrong 
way  about  it  to  try  to  suppress  it. 
Educate  the  public,  and  then  the  news¬ 
papers  will  advance. 

"Personally  I  love  the  Sunday  news¬ 
papers.  I  take  all  of  them,  and  on  a 
Sunday  my  house  is  full  of  the  supple¬ 
ments.  During  the  twelve  years  that 
I  lived  in  France  I  had  all  of  them

COMPLAIN  OF  UNFAIR  RATES. 

Des  Moines  Newspapers  Ask  Commis¬ 
sion  to  Adjust  Tariffs. 

The  newspapers  of  Des  Moines,  la., 
filed  a  complaint  with  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  last  week  al¬ 
leging  that  the  railroad  freight  rates  on 
print  paper  from  points  in  Wisconsin 
and  Minnesota  to  Des  Moines  are  un¬ 
reasonable,  excessive  and  discrimina¬ 
tory. 

The  petition  of  the  complainants  is 
directed  against  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  and  other  Northwestern  inter¬ 
state  carriers.  It  is  averred  that  the 
rates  now  charged  hy  the  roads  for  the 
transportation  of  print  paper  are,  on  an 
average,  -A* 2  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
higher  than  the  charges  from  the  same 
points  of  origin  to  other  cqui-dist.int 
destinations. 

The  commission  is  requested  equit¬ 
ably  to  adjust  the  rates  and  to  grant  to 
the  petitioners  representation  on  ship¬ 
ments  made  under  the  alleged  excessive 
charges.

It  was  with  great  dif¬ 
ficulty  that  the  crowd  was  restrained.

Michael  E.  Hennessy,  recently  elected 
president  of  the  Boston  Press  Club,  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Boston  Globe  staff 
for  21  years.  Most  of  that  time  he 
has  been  covering  politics,  which  has 
brought  him  in  contact  with  a  great 
many  of  the  public  men  of  the  country. 

He  has  a  wide  acquaintance  with  poli¬ 
ticians  of  both  parties,  and  was  the 
Globe’s  representative  on  Colonel  Roose¬ 
velt’s  swing  around  the  circle  last  .Au¬ 
gust  and  September,  when  the  colonel 
visited  several  of  the  western  States.

PANAMA  LIBEL  SUITS  END. 


Cases  Dropped  at  Request  of  United 
States  Attorney  Wilson. 

The  Panama  libel  suits,  against  the 
New  York  World  and  Delvan  Smith, 
publisher  of  the  Indianapolis  News, 
became  a  matter  of  newspaper  history 
last  week  when  United  States  .Attorney 
Wilson  requested  permission  of  Justice 
Wright  in  Criminal  Court  No.  1  at 
Washington  to  enter  a  nolle  pros.  The 
case  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  de¬ 
fendants  by  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  some  time  ago. 

The  indictments  nolle  prossed 
charged  that  the  newspapers  libeled 
President  Taft,  ex-President  Roosevelt, 
Charles  P.  Taft  and  William  Nelson 
Cromwell  when  they  published  a  state¬ 
ment  that  in  the  purchase  of  the  Pan¬ 
ama  Canal  $40,000,000  had  been  made 
by  the  syndicate  which  bought  it  from 
the  French  owners  and  transferred  the 
property  to  the  United  States.

sent  to  me.  If  we  suppress  them  we 
create  a  great  loss.  In  Germany  there 
arc  lovely  children,  yet  in  Germany  the 
houses  are  filled  with  illustrated  books 
that  deal  with  matters  that  the  news¬ 
papers  here  do  not  dare  touch.  The 
thing  for  us  to  do  is  to  educate  the 
parents.  There  are  some  people  who 
.should  not  have  any  children,  since  they 
do  not  know  how  to  bring  them  up.” 

George  de  Forest  Brush  also  defended 
the  comic  supplement.  “We  must  not 
wipe  out  the  funny  pictures,”  he  de¬ 
clared. 

Sfl’fl.K.MEN’TS  NOT  DEGR.VUINC. 

"Those  artists  are  human  after  all,” 
said  he.  “They're  sometimes  worked 
to  death.  When  an  editor  contracts 
with  a  man  to  be  funny  for  thirty 
years,  the  artist  finds  it  at  times  a  task. 
The  Sunday  supplement  has  not  de¬ 
graded  us.  It’s  the  fine  arts.  Too 
many  people  are  engaged  in  the  so-called 
fine  arts  who  have  not  the  faculty  or 
the  patience  to  create  something  beauti¬ 
ful.  I  have  seen  e.xhibitions  of  sculpture 
that  were  simply  awful.  It  was  de¬ 
grading.  I  understand  that  there  is  to 
1>c  an  exhibition  by  these  insurgent  ar¬ 
tists  soon  in  the  Union  League  Club. 
If  there  is  any  member  of  the  Union 
League  Club  here  to-night,  my  quiet  and 
friendly  advice  to  him  is  to  have  it 
called  off.  I  saw  it  last  year.  It  ought 
to  be  stopped  by  the  police. 

“The  trouble  with  us  as  a  people  and 
the  trouble  with  the  comic  supplements 
occasionally  is  that  we’re  trying  to  turn 
out  too  much  that  hasn’t  been  seen  be¬ 
fore.  If  only  the  editors  wouldn’t  be 
frightened  to  death  when  their  humor¬ 
ists  couldn’t  think  of  anything.  We 
don’t  have  to  thing  of  something  if  we 
don’t  think  of  anything.  At  such  times 
they  might  reprint  the  old  funny  pic¬ 
tures.  They  would  be  new  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  generation. 

“Be  conservative,  save  the  jolly  things 
and  sprinkle  in  some  of  the  old.” 


.VDVOC.ATES  USE  OF  FAIRY  TALES. 

Miss  Lillian  Wald  advocated  using 
fairy  tales,  nonsense  verse  and  old  sto¬ 
ries  in  the  children’s  supplements.  She 
said ; 

“Test  the  pictures  or  stories  by  pri¬ 
mary  requirements  of  child  culture,  and 
if  they  stimulate  the  fun  of  disobedience, 
of  tricks  and  practical  jokes  on  elders, 
ridicule  the  unsophisticated  or  depict

We  feel  instinctively  the  exquisite  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  young  mind  as  it  expands,  and 
it  seems  no  less  than  a  social  crime 
carelessly  to  destroy  in  any  measure  the 
possibilities  of  its  finer  development 
when  the  world  needs  so  much  the  spir¬ 
itual  and  the  refined. 

“Children  do  not  crave  novelty,”  she 
said ;  “they  love  familiar  stories  told 
over  and  over  again,  and  I  do  not  think 
that  they  thirst  for  the  comic  either.” 

Mrs.  Edith  Kingman  Kern,  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  said: 

“We  should  institute  a  campaign  of 
education  for  editors.  I  have  found  that 
the  editors  do  not  really  know  what  the 
people  want.” 

She  declared  that  the  League  of 
•American  Penwomen,  of  which  she  is  a 
member,  had  first  advocated  suppression 
of  the  comic  supplement,  but  later  had 
decided  to  allow  it  to  exist,  but  to 
modify  it. 

NEED  FOR  IMPROVEMENT. 

Norman  Hapgood  confessed  a  fond¬ 
ness  for  certain  features  of  the  funny 
sheets  and  thought  that  all  that  was 
needed  to  improve  the  supplement  was 
to  keep  what  was  valuable  and  elimi¬ 
nate  that  which  was  vulgar.  He  said : 

“Nothing  is  required  to  bring  about 
improvement  in  the  supplement  except 
thought  and  intelligence  and  a  little 
courage.  In  one  of  the  plays  now  run¬ 
ning  in  New  York  it  is  said  of  one 
character  that  he  would  want  laughing 
gas  to  be  manicured.  Some  men  in 
journalism  are  equally  conservative,  but 
any  man  who  combines  a  certain 
amount  of  aggressiveness  with  sufficient 
ability  can  do  his  share  in  thinking  out 
this  problem. 

“The  child  who  possesses  a  talking 
machine  probably  at  first  prefers  ragtime. 


Play  the  best  operas  on  it,  however,  for 
a  few  months  and  that  child,  if  reason¬ 
ably  sensitive,  will  then  find  the  ragtime 
a  distinctly  lesser  pleasure.  It  is  not 
an  exaggerated  desire,  therefore,  the  one 
expressed  in  ‘Gil  Bias’ :  ‘I  wish  you 
every  kind  of  prosperity  with  a  little 
more  haste.’”

“We,  the  members  of  the  Good  Cit¬ 
izenship  Club  of  the  city  of  Boise,  be¬ 
lieving  that  the  custom  of  the  press  to 
give  to  the  public  full  details  of  crimes 
committed  to  be  pernicious  in  its  in¬ 
fluence,  urge  the  discontinuance  of  the 
practice  and  call  upon  all  intelligent 
readers  to  discourage  the  same. 

“Believing  also  that  all  humanity  is 
entitled  to  a  square  deal,  including  that 
portion  which  has  served  time  for  penal 
'offense,  we  further  urge  the  suppres¬ 
sion  of  printing  their  names  and  the 
records  ci  their  offense  at  the  time  of 
their  discharge,  which  places  a  greater 
hardship  on  the  one  who  faces  a  not 
too  kindly  disposed  world,  under  most 
trying  conditions.”

TO  EXPAND  PULP  INDUSTRY. 


Forestry  Service  Will  Experiment 
With  New  Woods. 

At  the  general  conference  of  forest 
service  officials  held  at  Salt  Lake  City 
recently  it  was  decided  to  conduct  ex¬ 
tensive  laboratory  experiments  with  a 
view  to  the  discovery  of  a  wider  variety 
of  woods  available  for  the  manufacture 
of  paper  pulp,  the  supply  of  which  is 
now  facing  exhaustion. 

Chief  Forester  Henry  S.  Graves  out¬ 
lined  the  work  that  is  to  be  done  along 
this  line,  declaring  that  the  solving  of 
the  problem  of  timber  shortage  could 
only  be  arrived  at  by  increasing  the 
varieties  from  which  the  big  industries, 
dependent  upon  timber  for  raw  material, 
can  draw  their  supply.  He  said  that  it 
had  already  been  practically  proven  by 
laboratory  e-xperiments  that  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  paper  pulp  is  not  necessarily 
confined  to  the  fast  disappearing  spe¬ 
cies  of  timber  that  have  heretofore  been 
used  exclusively  in  that  industry.  It 
has  been  shown  that  even  white  pine 
and  one  or  two  other  common  varieties 
of  which  there  is  little  danger  of  short¬ 
age  can  be  put  to  advantageous  use  in 
the  paiier  mills  when  properly  treated. 

Laboratories  are  to  he  equipped  at 
several  couvetiient  points  in  the  timber 
belts  where  this  branch  of  the  work  will 
be  carried  on  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever 
before. 


Brandenburg  Goes  to  Mirror. 

Joe  “Brandt"  Brandenburg  has  re- 
.signed  from  the  advertising  department 
of  The  Player  to  become  associated 
with  the  business  staff  of  the  New  A^ork 
Dramatic  Mirror.

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BURGOYNE  TO  RETIRE. 

Pittiburg  Journalist  Delivers  Vale¬ 
dictory  After  Successful  Career. 

(In  Friday  evening  at  Carnegie  Music 
Hall,  Pittsburg,  Arthur  G.  Burgoyne, 
well  known  Pittsburg  editor,  para-  i 
crapber  and  poet,  lectured  on  “Thirty  ‘ 
^■ear5  of  Pittsburg  Journalism.”  Many 
leading  business  men  of  the  city  inter- 
esteil  them.celves  in  the  event,  and  the  j 
large  hall  was  tilled  to  overflowing,  j 
The  occasion  was  a  notable  one,  and  a  i 
fitting  tribute  to  the  genius  of  a  man  ^ 
whose  writings  are  well  known  to  the  i 
new  spaper  reading  public  of  three  States. 

The  lecture,  which  was  in  the  nature 
of  a  valedictory  talk,  signalizing  Mr. 
Hurgoyne’s  retirement  from  newspaper 
work,  sketched  in  brilliant  fashion  his 
newspaper  experiences  of  thirty  years. 
His  reminiscences  of  public  men  and 
events  in  the  city  and  day,  proved  in¬ 
teresting  in  the  extreme,  and  a  number 
of  amusing  experiences  were  related 
with  a  true  appreciation  of  the  humor¬ 
ous  features. 

Mr.  Burgoyne  was  born  in  Ireland, 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College, 
Dublin.  He  came  to  -America  when  but 
a  boy,  and  eventually  settled  in  Pitts¬ 
burg,  where  he  became  principal  of  the 
Ralston  School  in  Lawrenceville.  While 
teaching  school  he  wrote  editorials  for 
the  Pittsburg  Times  and  the  Leader. 
Later  he  became  regularly  connected 
with  the  Leader,  where  he  established 
the  well-known  All  Sorts  column.  He 
has  engaged  actively  in  newspaper  work 
ever  since. 

Mr.  Burgoyne  has  always  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  many  intellectual  pursuits  aside 
from  his  newspaper  work.  He  is  an 
accomplished  linguist  and  speaks  and 
writes  fluently  a  number  of  languages, 
including  French,  German,  Italian,  Span¬ 
ish  and  Russian  among  the  modern  lan¬ 
guages.  He  is  also  able  to  converse  in 
Latin  and  Greek  and  Hebrew.  His 
mastery  of  the  theory  of  music  is  the 
admiration  and  envy  of  many  musicians, 
and  his  country  house  is  the  scene  of 
many  musical  evenings.

Dr.  Reisner  Advises  New  England 
Methodist*  to  Use  the  Newspapers. 

M  the  annual  New  England  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Methodist  Church,  held 
in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  Wednesday,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Christian  F.  Reisner,  pastor 
of  Grace  Methodist  Church,  New 
York,  advocated  the  use  of  advertising 
by  churches. 

“Advertise  your  churches  in  the  news¬ 
papers  and  keep  in  touch  with  news¬ 
papermen,”  he  said. 

“It  is  a  great  mistake  for  clergymen 
to  keep  aloof  from  newspapermen  and 
refuse  to  be  interviewed.  Why,  every¬ 
body  reads  the  newspapers,  and  if  you 
want  to  get  your  interests  before  the 
public,  you  must  advertise  in  this  im¬ 
portant  agency.  They  will  always  treat 
you  fairly  if  you  give  them  reason  for 
doing  so.  Why,  I  never  could  get  a 
congregation  in  my  New  York  church 
did  I  not  get  the  newspapers  on  my  side. 

“I  send  them  weekly  every  item  of 
new's  in  my  church  and  then  they  can 
pick  out  what  they  want  to  publish. 
You  must  use  business  methods  in  the 
churches  to-day.  A  wide-awake  busi¬ 
ness  man  will  always  advertise.  A  wide¬ 
awake  church  will  do  the  same. 

“Advertise  your  church  and  you  com¬ 
pel  the  people  to  come  in.  If  I  had 
money  I  would  put  a  display  ‘ad.’  in 
the  paper  every  week,  and  tell  the  peo¬ 
ple  what  I  was  trying  to  do  for  religion 
in  my  neighborhood.” 

Harry  Roloff,  of  South  Bend,  Ind., 
plans  to  launch  a  new  weekly  at  New 
Carlisle,  Ind.

Catskill  Daily  Mail  Shows  Healthy 
Growth  for  Past  Four  Years. 

Under  the  present  ownership,  extend¬ 
ing  over  a  period '  of  four  years,  the 
Catskill  (X.  Y.)  Daily  Mail  has  shown 
a  healthy  growth,  both  in  circulation 
and  in  the  volume  of  advertising  car¬ 
ried. 

'1  he  Mail  was  established  in  1879  and 
has  been  published  continuously  since 
that  date.  In  190G  it  was  purchased  by 
M.  Edward  Silberstein,  and  under  his 
direction  it  has  been  largely  improved 
in  news  and  editorial  efficiency,  and  to 
the  daily  service  has  been  added  a  week¬ 
ly  edition  which  aims  to  cover  every  sec¬ 
tion  of  Greene  County.  The  inception 
of  the  weekly  edition  is  said  to  have  in¬ 
creased  the  circulation  of  the  Mail  at 
least  1,0()0,  and  this  number  has  been 
increased  during  the  past  year  by  a 
considerable  number.  During  the  four 
years  Mr.  Silberstein  has  owned  the 
paper,  it  has  more  than  doubled  in  cir¬ 
culation. 

Mr.  Silberstein  began  his  newspaper 
career  in  1897,  when  he  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  advertising  manager 
of  the  Show,  a  journal  published  by 
the  Madison  Square  Company,  of  New 
York  City.  During  the  years  1899  and 
1909,  he  was  one  of  the  publishers  of 
the  Society  Journal  of  New  York,  and 
of  the  Far  Rockaway  Guide.  For  ten 
years  Mr.  Silberstein  was  on  the  adver¬ 
tising  staff  of  the  New  York  American. 
.Mthough  only  thirty-two  years  of  age. 
Mr.  Silberstein's  wide  range  of  news¬ 
paper  experience  has  given  him  a  com¬ 
prehensive  grasp  on  his  profession,  and 
in  the  Catskill  section  he  is  recognized 
as  a  very  progressive  publisher.

Dockrell  Gitc*  •  Strong  Talk  on 
Publicity  at  a  Cure  of  Evil. 

"Publicity  as  a  Cure  of  Municipal 
and  National  Evils”  was  the  subject  of 
a  strongly  interesting  address  given  by 
Thomas  E.  Dockrell  before  the  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  course  in  advertising  of  the 
the  Twenty-third  Street  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at 
their  sixth  annual  dinner,  held  at  the 
Union  Square  Hotel  on  Wednesday 
evening. 

The  si>eaker  said  that  in  the  earlier 
days  of  our  country,  when  the  cities 
were  small,  candidates  for  office  were 
personally  known  to  the  most  of  the 
voters.  Their  fitness  for  the  several  po¬ 
sitions  was  a  subject  upon  which  almost 
anyone  was  qualified  to  speak,  because 
of  a  knowledge  of  their  careers. 

To-day,  when  the  cities  contain  great 
throngs  of  people,  men  are  nominated 
for  office  who  are  absolutely  unknown 
to  nine-tenths  of  the  iwpulation.  The 
only  way  these  candidates  can  hope  to 
win  supjwrt  is  through  the  newspapers. 
By  a  liberal  use  of  advertising  space 
they  are  able  to  present  sound  reasons 
why  they  should  be  elected. 

It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  the  general 
public  has  never  taken  so  great  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  administration  of  govern¬ 
ment  as  at  present.  This  is  due  to  the 
earnest  and  effective  work  of  the  news¬ 
papers,  whose  editors  are  constantly  on 
the  lookout  for  rascality  in  office,  no 
matter  what  party  may  be  in  power. 
Never  have  public  officials  Iteen  made 
to  feel  so  keenly  that  they  must  be  hon¬ 
est  and  work  conscientiously  for  the 
common  good. 

Publicity  is  a  power  no  rascal  can 
withstand,  however  rich  he  may  be  or 
how  strong  his  pull.  It  is  a  searchlight 
that  reveals  corruption  wherever  it  may 
exist.  When  the  public  learns  of  its 
presence  it  is  not  slow  to  act.  Decency 
is  stronger  than  indecency.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  people  are  honest,  and  be¬ 
lieve  that  those  who  administer  public 
affairs  shall  be  governed  by  the  Golden 
Rule.  You  can  never  cure  an  ill  until 
you  know  that  it  exists. 

Dr.  John  G.  Coyle  gave  an  eloquent 
address  upon  “The  Power  of  Men,”  in 
which  he  traced  the  development  of  a 
human  being  from  birth  to  the  full  frui¬ 
tion  of  his  intellectual  abilities.  Others 
who  spoke  were  Frank  L.  Blanchard,  in¬ 
structor  of  the  class  in  advertising,  who 
acted  as  toastmaster ;  C.  S.  Marden, 
New  York  Manager  of  the  Page  Belt¬ 
ing  Co. ;  Andrew  Lang,  a  theatrical 
manager,  and  A.  E.  Moore,  of  the  Ster¬ 
ling  Debenture  Co. 


Spirit  of  Boosting  Ckarncterizes  En¬ 
thusiastic  Meeting  Held  Last  Week. 

Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  .\pril  3. — The  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  of  the  Fort  Worth  Adver¬ 
tising  iMen’s  Club,  held  at  the  West¬ 
brook  hotel  last  week,  was  character¬ 
ized  by  a  spirit  of  boosting  more  pro¬ 
nounced  than  has  been  shown  by  any 
meeting  of  progressive  Fort  Worth  cit¬ 
izens  for  a  long  time.

I  A  POINT  WELL  TAKEN. 

;  [The  following  letter  was  received  this  week 
from  a  St.  Louis  subscriber  of  The  Euitok 
AND  FcBLISHES. —  Kd.J 

I  read  with  a  good  deal  of  amusement, 
a  story  entitle:!  "Circulation,”  which  ap¬ 
pears  in  your  .April  issue,  particularly, 
those  parts  under  the  heading  of  “Con¬ 
servation"  and  "Wliat  sliall  the  Circu¬ 
lation  Manager  be,  and  What  Should 
He  Do?" 

Under  the  heading  of  "Conservation.’' 
it  is  remarked,  ".Any  newspaper  that  is 
willing  to  spend  the  money  can  acquire 
circulation — Itut  so  far,  the  attention  of 
circulators  has  been  so  fully  occupied 
in  getting  circulation  that  the  keeping 
of  circulation  has  not  had  it's  just  share 
of  effort,  and  obviously,  there  is  little 
use  of  getting  subscribers  if  we  do  not 
retain  them.” 

"I’ll  trust  the  average  circulation  man¬ 
ager  to  get  subscribers,  but  my  order  to 
him  is  "To  hold  them.”  "We  see  a  good 
newspaper  boost  up  its  circulation  at 
great  expense,  and  then  we  see  subscrib¬ 
ers  vanish  over  night,  and  we  had  said 
it  was  ■mushroom  circulation.’  It  was 
not.  Those  subscribers  were  lost  by  de¬ 
fault.” 

Any  one  with  a  couple  of  years  of 
practical  experience  in  circulation  af¬ 
fairs  would  readily  endorse  the  assertion 
that  sexenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  sub¬ 
scribers  that  are  lost  to  a  newspaper 
are  lost  by  default,  but  experience 
teaches  that  the  default  is  the  crime 
committed  by  the  editor  in  failing  to 
produce  a  paper  sufficiently  strong  to 
hold  the  subscriptions  after  the  circula¬ 
tion  department  has  succeeded  in  get¬ 
ting  tliem. 

If  this  were  not  a  fact,  what  has  be¬ 
come  of  the  millions  of  subscribers  that 
have  been  put  on  the  various  publica¬ 
tions  with  the  aid  of  premiums?  Lost 
l)y  default,  but  usually  the  circulation 
manager  that  fails  to  hold  them  has  his 
salary  doubled  when  he  signs  up  with 
some  other  publication,  the  latter  publi¬ 
cation  recognizing  the  fact  that  any  man 
who  can  take  a  publication  with  the 
"weight  and  influence”  of  some  papers, 
and  by  hook  or  crook,  increase  their  cir¬ 
culation  from  10, (XK)  to  20,000,  is  an  ex¬ 
ceptional  man,  and  may  I  add  right  here, 
that  men  of  this  caliber  are  not  found 
"in  every  city,  perhaps  clerking  in  a  dry 
goods  store  or  driving  a  grocery 
wagon.” 

In  conclusion,  the  writer  says:  "VV^e 
deliver  the  goods.”  In  behalf  of  the  cir¬ 
culation  department  that  I  manage,  may 
I  add,  that  we  don't,  we  only  deliver 
the  paper  and  put  it  square  up  to  the 
editor  to  "deliver  the  goods,”  so  that  we 
will  not  lose  subscribers  by  his  default. 

Baltimore  Journal  Celebrate*  Jubilee. 

The  Baltimore  Journal  celebrated  its 
silver  anniversary  last  week.  The  oc- 
ca.sion  was  marked  by  a  si>ecial  number 
of  more  than  ordinary  attractiveness.
